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BOILER EXPLODES
TWO DEADiONEHURT

Sawmill Some Distance from
Lunenburg Courthouse

Wrecked.

MEHERRIN, A'A., March 13..A snw-
mlll, sltuntcd a few mlles from Lunen¬
burg Courthouse, and operatotl by Mr.
Sam itain, blaw up yosterday ovening
and killed hls brothor nnd a .Air. Stump,
who was worltlng with him, and terribly
wbunded Mr. AValkor, who was firlng the
boiler. This rflill has been ln operatlon
in tliis eounty for sovcrnl yeara, and a
few weeks ago was i/umI to Its present
tstnnd in anpnrently good shapc.
The explosien mnhgled tlio doad bodies,

and one wearing hlgh boots was blown
out of them. The material around tiie
boiler wns nlmpst cpmpletely deniolished,
and pieces of tho iron were found many
yards from where the expluslon took
place. It is not kr.own hero what cauaed
the boiler to go up, but is suppbsed that
lt was caused from weak plneea. It la
thought Mr. Walker will recover.
